How to Get Away 
With the Most Provocative 
Show on Television 


The latest smash-hit series out of Shondaland, ABC’s How to Get 
Away With Murder, refuses to shy away from anything. sy tim stack 


IT’S A WELL-WORN AXIOM that cable is 
where television goes to be edgy and 
break the rules. The Walking Dead 
recently featured a cannibal BBQ 
session. A tri-breasted hermaphrodite 
and a killer clown missing his lower jaw 
populate American Horror Story’s fourth 
season, Freak Show. And yet the most 
shocking television moments of the fall 
have come from a major-network 
drama, ABC’s How to Get Away With 
Murder. The series, starring Viola Davis 
as a law professor whose students may 
or may not have killed her husband, has 
become the most provocative show on 
television (and the highest-rated new 
series, with an average 11.7 million view- 
ers). Its honest depiction of sexuality 
and race isn’t altogether surprising, 
though, given that Murder’s creator, 
Pete Nowalk, is a protégé of gasp 
master Shonda Rhimes (Scandal). 

It might be time for the student to 
teach his own class: Murder made 
waves with its very first episode, fea- 
turing 49-year-old Davis in a compro- 
mising sexual position and gay 
character Connor (Jack Falahee) 
engaging in a verrry intimate below- 
the-belt act rarely depicted so explic- 
itly on TV, cable or otherwise. But 
the series reached a buzzy new high 
with its Oct. 16 hour, which climaxed 
with Davis’ highly polished Annalise 
Keating taking off her wig, peeling off 
her fake eyelashes, and wiping off all 
of her makeup. The tough-as-nails 
defense attorney basically removed all 
of her armor and revealed a nakedness 
never seen before on television. The 
scene set the Twitter universe on fire. 
“Oftentimes in movies and TV, people 
don’t really dare to really be private,” 
says Davis, who pitched the sequence 
to Nowalk in their first conversation 
about the series. “It’s too messy. It’s 
not attractive. It may turn people off. 
Nobody is going to drool when they 
sleep on screen. I’m interested in the 
drool metaphorically. I really am.” It 
helps that Davis has Nowalk as a part- 
ner in crime. “I want to put things on 
TV that people haven’t seen before, so 
if that makes it progressive, that’s 
great,” says Nowalk. But, he says, “I’m 


just writing what my life experience is 
like. To me, it’s just contemporary.” 

The makeup-removal scene comes on 
the heels of The New York Times TV critic 
Alessandra Stanley’s controversial 
Sept. 18 essay on Rhimes, in which Stan- 
ley referred to Davis as “older, darker- 
skinned, and less classically beautiful” 
than Scandal star Kerry Washington. 
When asked if she thought the scene, 
shot in late August, felt like an unofficial 
eff-you to Stanley’s piece, Davis laughs. 
“No, I don’t. I’ve got to the point in my life 
where I’m just wanting to be who I am,” 
says the actress. “I will say this: I think 
it’s about time that you see a different 
assortment of black women on the 
screen. It’s time that you see different 
hues, different ages of women.” 

In the case of Connor, who unabash- 
edly uses sex for both pleasure and 
power, his behavior is portrayed with a 
candor usually reserved for heterosex- 
uals. In that same Oct. 16 episode, a 
man Connor slept with to gain intel ona

case bluntly stated, “He did something 
to my ass that made my eyes water.” 
Responds Nowalk, “I didn’t think that 
line was that shocking—I thought it 
was funny and it made me laugh!” Part 
of Nowalk’s goal in writing the charac- 
ter is to destigmatize gay sex on TV. 
“Visibility leads to acceptance,” says 
the 36-year-old showrunner, who main- 
tains he’s never gotten network push- 
back on Murder’s sexual content. “I am 
a little surprised how much of a reac- 
tion it’s getting. Maybe it’s because I’m 
a gay man. We have another gay writer 
on staff and we’re just writing what we 
know.” Adds Davis, “I think it’s a reflec- 
tion of what life is like. There are homo- 
sexuals in life. There are interracial 
relationships in life. It’s about time that 
we see it reflected in art—on screen!” 
Says Falahee, for whom Connor has 
become a breakout role, “One Twitter 
user tweeted after the pilot aired, 
‘Thank you for making a gay character 
that isn’t a punchline.’ I think Pete just 
did a really honest and truthful job in 
writing this show and every facet of it. 
They’re just real people. In a way, it’s 
sad that this is groundbreaking for 
network television.” 

Nowalk does acknowledge he’s a 
little nervous about maintaining these 
OMG moments long-term. “We’re only 
[writing] episode 10, and I think of 
Shonda and, like, 200-plus episodes 
[she’s written for other shows] and it 
terrifies me,” says the producer. His 
mentor, an EP on Murder, has no fears 
about Nowalk’s abilities. “His charac- 
ters are bold and say things that ’'m 
like, ‘I would never say that! I’m scan- 
dalized that you’re doing that—in a 
great way!’” Rhimes told EW in 
August. “His storytelling style keeps 
me leaning forward, and that’s exciting 
for me.” And Murder’s star is equally 
committed to going for broke creatively. 
“Tm very thankful that we push the 
envelope, because I think network TV 
is ready to compete with cable in that 
sense,” says Davis. “I don’t think [net- 
works] want to be safe anymore. 
Shonda has shifted people in a certain 
way with Grey’s Anatomy and then 
Scandal. Now here we are.” &

What Streams May Come 


Recent announcements from HBO and CBS suggest 
a shift toward an entirely pay-per-view world. Butis that 
really what we want? BY JAMES HIBBERD 


IMAGINE AN ALTERNATE reality where 
you couldn’t buy a burrito at Taco Bell with- 
out being forced to also pay for a chalupa, 
nachos, a large Dr Pepper, and a bunch of 
other items you didn’t want. That’s what it’s 
like to be a cable customer right now. You 
can get your HBO burrito, but you also 
have to buy a VHI1 chalupa and a Hallmark 
Channel gordita. But last week, cable’s 
decades-old model cracked like a taco shell: 
HBO announced a stand-alone online 
service that next year will allow customers 
to stream its shows without a cable sub- 
scription. The very next day, CBS launched 
a service charging $5.99 to stream its most 


recent shows and library (including gems 
like Cheers). Suddenly the most Emmy- 
winning channel and the most watched 
network were cutting the cord to offer 
Netflixian alternatives, with more providers 
expected to follow suit. 

So viva la revolucién, right? Not necessar- 
ily. As much as we all love to grouse about 
cable bills, breaking up the current system 
could have all sorts of butterfly-effect conse- 
quences that might be even worse. Because 
do you really want to pay $72 a year to watch 
2 Broke Girls? We talked to industry experts 
to learn how this bright new path could 
change TV. 


> OPENING PANDORA’S 
(CABLE) BOX 

According to polls, viewers 
(particularly younger ones) over- 
whelmingly want to pay for only 
the few select networks that 
they actually watch. If your 
dream cable lineup is Game 
Show Network, Spike TV, and 
C-SPAN, you'd likely be in for a 
major discount. But the popular 
channels are a different story. 
Take ESPN: One study calculated 
that if its viewers alone sub- 
scribed to the network (instead 
of literally everybody with a cable 
bill), each household would have 
to pay $30 a month for that one 
channel instead of roughly $6. 
“In a world of the $100 cable bill, 
you're not paying for 200 chan- 
nels, you're paying for five and 
getting the rest [for practically] 
free,” says Janney Montgomery 
Scott analyst Tony Wible. A dim 
sum cable menu benefits some, 
but similar models in other coun- 
tries such as Canada have shown 
that viewers can end up paying 
more for less. 


> HIGHER INTERNET BILLS 
The Internet may seem like an 
eternal sea of free streamable 
video, but the “pipes in the 
ground” can carry only so much 
data. As more users embrace 
streaming, the pipes are filling 
up and Internet companies are 
increasingly setting bandwidth 
caps. The nation’s largest pro- 
vider, Comcast, limits streaming 
to 300GB per month (something 
akin to 64 hours of Netflix). 
“Everybody can’t stream simul- 
taneously without billions in 
upgrades. Who's going to pay 
for that?” asks Gartner analyst 
Fernando Elizalde. 


> GOODBYE, INVESTIGATION 
DISCOVERY? 

“We'll evolve into a world where 
there are many more options; 
you'll find ways to put different 
stuff together so you'll be happy,” 
Elizalde says. But there is a 
potential downside: A Darwinian 
side effect of ala carte viewing 

is that smaller channels could 
wither and even die, which would 
be ashame for some of our 
guilty pleasures. Can you imagine 
a world without Southern Fried 
Homicide?

NIGHTBREED RISES 
FROM THE DEAD 


Clive Barker's monster-filled 1990 flop is reborn with a 
new director's cut. BY CLARK COLLIS 


THE DAY AFTER THE release of author and director Clive Barker’s 
1990 film, Nightbreed, was one of his darkest moments. “It was the 
first time I ever contemplated putting an end to my life,” he says. 
“Tm exaggerating—I would never have done that. But I felt like it 
was a total f---ing waste of my time.” 

The film, which concerns a group of freakish-looking but 
mostly well-meaning monsters, was a box office failure and far 
removed from Barker’s original vision, thanks to alterations and 
extensive cuts ordered by studio Morgan Creek. “Morgan Creek 
said, ‘We hate this crap, and took it all apart,” says Barker. Twenty- 
four years later, horror imprint Scream Factory is releasing a 
“director’s cut” on Blu-ray, which incorporates long-lost footage 
recently found in a storage facility in the Midwest. “It was beyond 
emotional,” he says about watching the restoration. 

Barker, 62, retired from directing after 1995’s Lord of Illusions— 
which Scream Factory will also release on Blu-ray this December— 
because he’d had it with Hollywood egos. “Life’s too short to deal 
with a--holes,” he says. But he remains a prolific writer. He’s just 
finished a second draft of a screenplay for 
Hellraiser, a proposed remake of his debut 
film, for Bob Weinstein at Dimension 
Films. “We’re waiting for Bob to come 
back to us and see when we’re going to 
actually make the movie,” he says. 

Barker is lucky to be waiting for any- 
thing. Two years ago he almost died 
when, as a result of dental work, he suf- 
fered toxic shock and slipped into a coma. 
“Pve always burned the candle at both 
ends, and maybe I paid the penalty for 
that,” he says. “[But] I feel great now.”

The New 
Cyborg 


With his own superhero movie 
hitting theaters in 2020, Ray 
Fisher is suddenly an overnight 
success—in six years. —CHRIS LEE 


Nobody told Ray Fisher the 
plan. The 27-year-old had 
no idea he was set to ex- 
plode into Hollywood star- 
dom, toplining as the title 
character in a Cyborg movie 
to be released in 2020. In 
fact, producers called the 
New Jersey-born theater 
actor on Oct. 15 with the 
heads-up just hours before 
Warner Bros. publicly 
revealed its slate of mega- 
budget movies tied to the 
DC cinematic universe— 
Wonder Woman, The Jus- 
tice League, Suicide Squad, 
and Shazam among them. 
“| didn’t know the extent 
to which DC and WB had 
planned on taking my char- 
acter,” says Fisher, who was 
hired in March to cameo 
as Cyborg in Batman v 
Superman: Dawn of Justice, 
hitting theaters in 2016. 
(Cyborg will also turn up in 
two Justice League mov- 
ies.) “When | signed on, | 


just wanted to be part of 
this world.” Now Fisher 
ranks as the first African- 
American to score a non- 
ensemble superhero flick 
since Will Smith's booze- 
swilling screwup vigilante 
Hancock in 2008. Not bad 
for a classically trained vet 
of the Shakespeare Theatre 
of New Jersey with no fea- 
ture-film roles to his credit. 
After packing on 20 
pounds of muscle to por- 
tray Muhammad Ali in the 
Off Broadway play Fetch 
Clay, Make Man last year, 
the 6-foot-4 Fisher began 
generating industry buzz 
and had gained traction as 
a contender to star in Star 
Wars: Episode VII. “I'ma 
long-game player and didn’t 
see any of this happening 
until at least my 40s,” he 
says. “It’s a huge honor, but 
a bit of pressure comes 
along with it. My mind is 
just boggled right now.”

It’s a maze of labyrinthine fables, further complicated by Sondheim’s 
tongue-twisting lyrics and the musical’s shifting tone. What begins as a 
child-friendly romp through an enchanted forest evolves into a darker, 
innuendo-laden exploration of adult longing and loss. Perhaps that’s 
why Woods languished in development hell almost immediately after its 
Broadway premiere in 1987. Not for lack of trying. As early as 1991, all-star 
table readings with everyone from Cher and Steve Martin to Goldie Hawn 
and Robin Williams would flare interest in the film, each time to no avail. 

But dreams, as they say, do come true. Now, 27 years later, Woods has 
fallen into two sets of wish-granting hands: those of director Rob Marshall, 
whose 2002 Best Picture winner Chicago almost single-handedly revived 
the movie musical, and Disney, a studio that might have seemed averse to 
a not-always-pretty portrait of storybook characters. “T didn’t want this 
to look like a cartoon world,” Marshall says. “It’s not sunny, sunny, sunny— 
we wanted a sense of danger. It really feels like a post-9/11 fairy tale 
because what happily-ever-after represents now is different than before.” 

So no, this is not your mother’s Cinderella VHS—nor your daughter’s 
DVD, for that matter. Bolstered by an A-list cast and a screenplay by 
Lapine, Woods introduces a magical world of charming princes and

WHEN TREKKING THROUGH A FOREST, 
you need proper footwear. 
“There was a lot of attention to 
shoes,” says Meryl Streep, who 
plays a haggard, curse-spewing 
witch looking to recapture her 
former runway-ready beauty. 
“The Witch was deliberately 
short with little, crabby legs, and 
it’s one of those choices you make 
in the first week of rehearsal 
where everybody goes, ‘Ooh, that 
looks great, until the third month 
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of shooting and you say, ‘Why did I do this?’” And then it got harder. At 
one point in the film, Streep’s Witch morphs into her youthful self—a 
tall, glamorous siren—which doubled the work (and the heel inches) for 
Atwood, a three-time Oscar winner who crafted her Woods outfits 
for utility as much as for aesthetics. “When you know that Meryl’s going 
to jump out of a tree upside down,” says Atwood, “the costumes really 
have to function on a different level.” 

Atwood and her team constructed 200 costumes, inspired by 19th- 
century illustrations of Grimms fairy tales as well as a broad jumble of 
period styles. That’s why Cinderella’s Stepmother (Christine Baranski) 
has 1960s hair and an 18th-century dress, and Depp’s 1940s zoot suit 
coexists with Rapunzel’s Victorian-era bodice. “We have these grand, 
fantastic costumes that aren’t historically correct because they didn’t 
need to be,” says makeup and hair designer Peter King, a fantasy veteran 
who worked on the Hobbit and Lord of the Rings films. 

Almost every actor got involved in the design process. Chris Pine sug- 
gested that his Prince, who falls for Cinderella, sport a perpetual Elvis 
pompadour, “always coiffed and absurdly too big,” he says. Corden 
(Begin Again) wanted a nice leather jacket. And Blunt insisted on loose 
waistlines for her Baker’s Wife, to hide her real-life baby bump behind 
“shawls, babies, baskets, and just about every tree in the wood,” she 
says. (On Feb. 16, weeks after production wrapped, the actress and her 
husband, John Krasinski, welcomed a daughter, Hazel.) 

“Tt’s hard when you're re-creating and reinventing an iconic look,” says 
Kendrick, whose Cinderella boasts the most dramatic costume changes 
(for obvious reasons). “We didn’t want it to be what people expected, but 
we also didn’t want it to seem tacky in five years.” But there are certain 
classic looks you don’t mess with: Cinderella needs rags, princes must look

“If it’s 
too real, then it’s not a fairy tale,” 
says production designer Dennis 
Gassner (Sky/faill). But they didn’t 
want the film to look too unreal, 
either. “We set off to create a styl- 
ized forest that had a sense of 
magic but was also grounded, so 
there’s a lot of real locations fused 
with the forest we built on our big 
stage,” says cinematographer Dion 
Beebe (Memoirs of a Geisha). “You 
never know if you’re in our make- 
believe stage or reality outside.” 

About one-third of the film was 
shot on location in wooded areas 
in Surrey and Kent, and the rest 
at London’s Shepperton Studios, 
where an artificial forest was 
built—and rebuilt. (Spoiler alert: 
The film includes at least one 
destructive, pissed-off Giant.) 
Marshall wanted to avoid green- 
screen whenever possible. Blunt 
welcomed the chance to creep 
through real foliage. “Having 
things to touch and lean upon 
and fall over and get caught up in 
is infinitely more helpful than try- 
ing to pretend with some green- 
screen pole,” she says.

With characters who are already larger than life, Marshall had good 
reason to decide against shooting in 3-D on his relatively modest 
budget of roughly $50 million—visual effects cost money, which 
doesn’t grow on trees (sorry). Though Disney spent an estimated 
$200 million each on Alice in Wonderland and Maleficent, Marshall 
doesn’t seem bitter about drawing the skinny wallet from the studio. 
“Tt felt like going back to our theater roots,” he says. “You don’t have a 
lot of money, so how do you make it work?”

MOST MEMBERS OF THE CAST, INCLUDING CORDEN AND PINE, WERE BABES IN THE 
woods when it came to big-screen musicals. But even a veteran like Streep, 
whose highest-grossing film is Mamma Mia!, felt a smidge intimidated by 
Sondheim’s notoriously challenging score. “My first day in the production 
was in a recording studio with Stephen Sondheim standing outside the 
booth, cans on his ears, listening to me sing his music with the London 
Symphony Orchestra,” she recalls, laughing. “It was, truly, terrifying.” 
Since 1987, Sondheim and Lapine’s musical has become one of the 
most produced shows—more than 600,000 people have worked on a 
production, according to amateur licensing company Music Theatre

International. Audiences have 
long gravitated to the show 
because, much like the original 
fairy tales themselves, it grapples 
with grown-up issues cloaked in a 
kid-accessible world. “These 
fairy tales can be taken at face 
value and dismissed, but [ Woods] 
is a great way to welcome chil- 
dren into the human condition,” 
Pine says. “Unfortunately, people 
die, as people do. That’s what 
Sondheim is doing, and I think it’s 
why [this show] is done so often.” 
The musical’s popularity, of 
course, can be a mixed blessing. 
When Sondheim hinted this 
summer that Marshall’s film 
might tone down some of Woods’ 
sexual innuendo and violent 
character deaths, fans tore into 
the filmmakers online. The direc- 
tor insists that he’s stayed true to 
the material while not literally 
reproducing the stage version. 
“You have to be smart enough to 
stand back and say, ‘Let’s serve 
the film,” says Marshall, who 
collaborated with Sondheim and 
Lapine on every change. One 
such alteration: On stage, 
Cinderella sings “On the Steps of 
the Palace” in the woods after 
she’s fled the ball, leaving her 
slipper behind. In the film, 
Marshall says, “it’s now done in 
the present with her actually 
running down the steps—you 
just can’t do that on stage.” 
Thanks to carnal wolves, death, 
adultery, and thorn-based blind- 
ing accidents, Woods is darker 
than the usual Disney fairy tale. 
But it’s still a happy ending for a 
project that was lost in the bram- 
bles for almost 30 years. “I

SHINES IN STILL ALICE 


PLAYING A PROFESSOR WITH EARLY-ONSET ALZHEIMER'S, 
SHE PROVES (AGAIN) THAT SHE'S UNFORGETTABLE.

YOU’D THINK THAT HOLLYWOOD TYPES WOULD BECOME JADED AFTER 
seeing (or shooting) so many onscreen tragedies. But when Julianne 
Moore attended a private screening of her new drama Still Alice—in 
which she plays a linguistics professor named Alice Howland diagnosed 
with early-onset Alzheimer’s disease—she was startled to hear “these 
kind of muffled sounds” from her husband, director Bart Freundlich, 
seated beside her. “I turned and saw him blowing his nose and I thought, 


‘Ts he sick?’” the 53-year-old actress recalls. “Then I 
thought, ‘Oh my God, he’s crying.” 

Seeing her husband’s reaction justified Moore's initial 
embrace of the script, adapted by directors Richard 
Glatzer and Wash Westmoreland (The Last of Robin 
Hood) from Lisa Genova’s 2007 novel. Unlike many 
chronicles of dementia, Still Alice focuses not on the 
caregivers, including Alice’s medical-researcher hus- 
band (played by her 30 Rock costar Alec Baldwin), but 
on the patient herself. “Very rarely do you see a disorder 
depicted from the inside,” Moore says. “That’s what was 
so touching about it. You saw her decline but also saw 
her struggle—her personal struggle not to decline.” 

Now the four-time Oscar nominee is drawing awards 
attention for the film, which premiered to cheers (and 
tears) at last month’s Toronto Film Festival. “There is 
not a single phony beat” in Moore’s performance, says

The role, 
Glatzer adds, “demanded someone with fierce intelli- 
gence who had the ability to access primal emotions.” 
For Moore, it also demanded three months of prep 
that included calls with researchers, a genetic-marker 
memory test (her results: normal), support-group 
meetings, and visits with patients in advanced stages 
of the illness. “It wasn’t like someone disappears,” she 
says. She met a woman in her 60s who had “very little 
language,” but Moore noticed “how much she attempted 
to connect. There was clearly a presence there.” 
Despite the awards buzz for both Still Alice and her 
role as a Hollywood diva in director David Cronen- 
berg’s Maps to the Stars (for which she won the Best 
Actress prize at the Cannes Film Festival in May; out 
Feb. 27, 2015), Moore shrugs off the idea that she has 
any master plan for her career. “Every actor you talk 
to, unless they’re fooling themselves, will tell you that 
you're at the mercy of who will hire you next,” she 
says. “The only control we have is saying yes or no.” 
Still, she doesn’t exactly have to audition these days. 
Director Francis Lawrence cast Moore as rebel presi- 
dent Alma Coin in next month’s The Hunger Games: 
Mockingjay—Part limmediately after she approached 
him about the part. “Once we knew she wanted it, 
that was it—done,” Lawrence says. Moore, who was 
introduced to the book trilogy through her kids, 12 
and 16, then worked with Lawrence to develop the 
character beyond what was in Suzanne Collins’ novel. 
At heart, Moore regards herself as a working 
actress, emphasis on working. She recently started 
shooting the fact-based Freeheld, playing a terminally ill 
New Jersey cop in a legal battle to pass on her pension 
to her same-sex partner (Ellen Page). It’s another fear- 
less role for a performer who relishes pushing herself 
to extremes. “T’m not afraid of acting,” Moore says. “I’m 
afraid of skiing. I’m afraid of going fast. I’m afraid of div- 
ing. And I’m afraid of cocktail parties. There are a lot 
of things I’m afraid of, but acting is not one of them.” m 
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NO ONE, IT’S FAIR TO SAY, WAS BEGGING EDDIE REDMAYNE TO PLAY FAMED 
physicist Stephen Hawking in The Theory of Everything, but he’s sort of used 
to that. “I wish I could say this role landed in my lap,” says the actor, 32, best 
known as Marius in 2012’s Les Misérables. “I’m one of those people— 
f--ing hell—it’s never landed in my lap. It’s always quite a fierce chase.” 
This time, that chase included a call to Copenhagen-based director 
James Marsh. He argued that he could portray the ALS-stricken scientist 
from a healthy Cambridge University student to a wheelchair-bound 
middle-aged man. “He asked me how I’d go about it,” says Redmayne. “I 
pretended to be really confident and that I had some idea about how I’d go 
about it.” The only problem? Once he secured the role, for which he has 
earned raves and near-deafening Oscar buzz since the film’s debut at last 
month’s Toronto Film Festival, Redmayne had to work out exactly how he 
was going to do all that stuff. “I hadn’t quite realized what I had bitten off.” 
He threw himself into researching Hawking and the disease that has left 
him immobile and needing a voice synthesizer to communicate. The actor 
visited ALS patients and studied old photos to map Hawking’s physical 
decline. He also met with Hawking, his first 
wife, Jane (Felicity Jones), and Tim Hawking, 
one of the couple's three kids. “Tim would say 
things like ‘We used to get in Dad’s wheelchair 
and use it as a go-kart,” says Redmayne. “Or 
‘We used to go to his voice machine and put

swearwords in and press play:” The 
grueling shoot left a physical mark. 
After the actor spent weeks con- 
torting his facial muscles to imitate 
Hawking, he says, “the makeup 
designer said that literally [the 
right] side of my face became more 
lined and muscular” 

Marsh sounds more than con- 
tent with his casting choice. “The 
illness isn’t stable, so the challenge 
Eddie faced was trying to capture 
and inhabit each stage,” says the 
filmmaker, an Oscar winner for the 
2008 documentary Man on Wire. 
“That's an extraordinarily difficult 
task because we were shooting out 
of sequence. There was never any 
moment when Eddie wasn’t ready 
to give the performance that was 
required for that scene.” 

Theory was shot partly at Cam- 
bridge, where Redmayne studied 
art history. He was still there when 
he was cast in an all-male London 
production of Twelfth Night. His 
career since then has had, in his 
words, “ups and downs.” Firmly in 
the former camp are Les Miz and 
2011’s My Life With Marilyn, while 
the latter includes 2009’s Powder 
Blue. “I played a mortician who 
suffered from anxiety whenever he 
met women, yet somehow ends up 
with Jessica Biel,” he says. 

He’s not the first actor to play 
Hawking on screen. Benedict Cum- 
berbatch, who appeared with Red- 
mayne in 2008's The Other Boleyn 
Girl, starred in the 2004 TV movie 
Hawking, which Redmayne says he 
deliberately didn’t watch. “I real- 
ized I’d probably just steal his best 
bits,” he says. The two could see 
more of each other in the coming 
months; Cumberbatch’s turn in The 
Imitation Game is also generating 
Oscar heat. “That would be amaz- 
ing,” Redmayne says. And, if you 
happen to be British, quite genius. @

Scott’s solution came from a 
deep dive into the history of Egypt 
circa 8000 B.c. After reading about 
a massive underwater earthquake 
off the coast of Italy that caused a 
tsunami, he thought about how 
water recedes as a prelude to such 
disasters. “I thought that logically 
[the parting] should be a drainage. 
And that when [the water] returns, 
it comes back with a vengeance.” 
Here’s a 5,000-year-old spoiler 
alert: That’s what happens when 
Moses (Christian Bale) leads the 
no-longer-enslaved Hebrews out 
of Egypt, with leader Ramses (Joel 
Edgerton) in close pursuit. 

Scott’s desire for rational 
explanations extended to other 
elements of his saga, including the 
10 plagues the Egyptians suffer 
before Ramses frees the Hebrews: 
swarms of frogs and flies, an 
epidemic of boils, and darkness. 
While the film doesn’t completely 
shy away from the miraculous, 
the director says, “it’s always inter- 
esting to address all the facts. Out 
of the facts comes the logic, and 
out of the logic comes reality.” m

MATTHEW McCONAUGHEY CALLS 
him “a sensitive anarchist.” Laura 
Dern compares him to Hollywood 
New Wave director Hal Ashby. 
And Reese Witherspoon says he’s 
the only director she would trust 
with “her baby,” an adaptation of 
Cheryl Strayed’s memoir Wild. 
Jean-Marc Vallée may be one of 
the best directors working today, 
and it’s possible you don’t know 
his name. That’s about to change. 

The Canadian, 50, first broke 
out with 2005’s French-language 
film C.R.A.ZY, but he emerged as 
a phenom with last year’s Dallas 
Buyers Club, especially after 
McConaughey and Jared Leto 
took home Oscars for their roles. 
Now comes Wild, featuring With- 
erspoon (who also produces) as a 
nature newbie who hikes the 
Pacific Crest Trail after the sud- 
den death of her mother (Dern). “I 
don’t know if there is anyone else 
who could have made this movie 
with such respect, grace, and love 
of these women,” says Dern. As 
with Dallas, both of Vallée’s stars 


seem bound for Oscar nods. 
What is piquing the interest 
of actors—and audiences—is 
Vallée’s moviemaking style, closer 
to documentary than to tradi- 
tional features. He favors natural 
lighting, a skeletal crew ready to 
capture spontaneous moments, 
and no rehearsal. “The actors 
don’t feel the light coming from 
the hot spotlights; they don’t have 
to hit a mark on the ground,” 
Vallée says. “They just use the 
space. I’m there trying to have the 
right lens, be at the right spot to 
capture it. Once I’ve got a great 
script like Dallas or Wild, I want 
to honor the script and not show 
off—even though I have a big ego.” 
Vallée’s approach gave Wither- 
spoon the confidence to pursue 
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Strayed’s gritty story, which includes scenes of graphic sex and drug use. 
Even moments on the trail had a doc-like authenticity. “When you see me 
constructing the tent in the movie, that’s the first time I’ve ever put up the 
tent. When I’m trying to light the stove, I really had never lit the stove 
before. When I got fire and was able to make a meal, I was actually excited,” 
she says. “He really pushes you to be in the most authentic places you can 
be. You shed all your bad habits because there is nowhere for you to hide.” 

McConaughey recalls the director's willingness to listen to his most off- 
the-wall ideas during nightly Skype sessions prior to filming Dallas. And 
Dern says Vallée urged her to improvise for her character, Bobbi. “ ‘Laura, 
Laura, ” she says, imitating Vallée’s Québécois accent. “‘Come here. We are 
going to make up a scene. Say something that Bobbi says’ And it’s in the 
movie. Every. Single. Time. There are no three minutes wasted.” 

He doesn’t waste time in his narratives, either. For most of Wild, With- 
erspoon’s character walks alone in the mountains, but her real journey is 
internal, as she grapples with memory and grief. A lesser director would 
have employed long flashbacks to communicate that, but Vallée preferred 
fragments of image, sound, and music. Jumping off Nick Hornby’s script, 
he combined snippets of Strayed’s childhood, shot at different camera 
speeds in different locations, and inserted them into the film at different 
moments. “Jean-Marc chose a style that created the way we understand

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memory,” says Witherspoon. 
“Sometimes memory comes in a 
flash. Sometimes it slows down. 
Sometimes it’s violent and abrupt. 
And sometimes it’s a full scene. He 
did a great job capturing that.” 

Music plays a big role in all of 
Vallée’s movies. “Making a film is 
about finding the right playlist to 
accompany the story,” says the 
ex-DJ (and son of a DJ). “I like to 
find tracks that help define the 
characters. That’s why I don’t use 
ascore. Never.” As it happens, Val- 
lée grew up in a Montreal house- 
hold with “more records than 
books” and turned to filmmaking 
in college. “I thought I was going to 
be the next Orson Welles,” he says. 
But he spent a decade making 
C.R.A.ZY., a coming-of-age story 
that was Canada’s top-grossing 
movie in 2005. He followed that 
with 2009's The Young Victoria and 
the 2011 romance Café de Flore. 

Actors soon noticed his ability 
to tell emotional stories without 
sentimentality. Vallée is now 
directing Jake Gyllenhaal and 
Naomi Watts in Demolition, set in 
the aftermath of a fatal car acci- 
dent. “I’ve found my niche, my 
voice, and there are some people 
in the industry that understand 
and like the voice,” he says. “I go to 
bed at night and I think, ‘Yeah, you 
are living your dream.” m

The original Bombes were 
destroyed after the war, but direc- 
tor Morten Tyldum (Headhunters) 
and his crew studied a replica at 
the Bletchley Park museum, site 
of the U.K’s code-breaking head- 
quarters. “All the red cables were 
like blood in veins,” says Tyldum. 
“Tt was like a living thing.” 

To build a Bombe, Djurkovic’s 
team put ads in WWI hobbyist 
magazines seeking period parts 
like valves, batteries, and cogs— 
then spent days assembling the 
device. The film’s Bombe may look 
authentic, but it can’t crack any 
codes. “That would have been 
somewhat beyond us!” Djurkovic 
says. Still, Cumberbatch asked a 
Bletchley Park expert for a tuto- 
rial on how his electronic costar 
worked. “You see him sizing you 
up and realizing you’re not a math 
Ph.D.,” the actor recalls. “You see 
him sigh inwardly, and outwardly 
he says, ‘Well, you’ve got this 
system of wheels..’” After about 16 
minutes, you know his energy is 
going into the black hole of your 
inability to understand.” =

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OST LYNN SHELTON movies don’t feel 
like movies at all. That’s a good thing. 
Often set in the Northwest, where 
the indie writer-director lives, her 
typical project is a largely ad-libbed, 
minimally plotted, casually costumed 
affair that’s so naturalistic, it just 
feels like life. (See sidebar.) But while her technique is inten- 
tionally loose, her insights are finely crafted, particularly 
when it comes to relationships. No filmmaker is better at 
capturing the awkwardness of friendships that might seem 
a little wrong to anyone not directly involved. Her latest 
film, Laggies, should’ve served her vision well because 
it’s about a grown woman who hangs out with a high 
school kid. Yet it’s Shelton’s most commercial work to

date, and that dilutes much of her usual charm. 

Laggies is the first of Shelton’s films that she 
didn’t write herself. Young-adult author 
Andrea Seigel penned the screenplay, which 
could have offered a fresh take on a May- 
September friendship, the kind that’s rarely 
shared between women on screen. At 28, 
Megan (Keira Knightley) is living with her 
high school sweetheart, Anthony (Mark 
Webber), and working for her dad (Jeff 
Garlin). All of her friends are getting married. 
(Ellie Kemper plays a one-note bridezilla who 
can’t stop raising her eyebrows, jutting out 
her jaw, and whisper-screaming at Megan for, 
say, failing to toss rose petals on the marital 
bed.) But the thought of getting engaged fills 
Megan with panic. So when she meets teenage 
Annika (Chloé Grace Moretz), she decides to 
stop acting her age. She buys Annika beer, 
helps her toilet-paper someone’s house, and 
ditches career counseling to crash at her new 
pal’s place and flirt with her dad, Craig (Sam 
Rockwell). A more traditional love story takes 
over, and then we’re treated to a slew of 
clichés, including a dressing-room scene with 
frilly gowns, a last-minute romantic epiphany 
at the airport, and a prom-night climax. It’s 
disappointing that Shelton has Megan buck 
convention, only to stick her in a pretty 
conventional movie. 

What saves Laggies is Knightley, who’s all 
gangly limbs and pouty faces, schlepping 
around in pajamas, acting exactly like a teen- 
ager trapped in a grown-up world. She’s 
better at physical comedy than one might 
expect from an actress who’s spent so much 
time in a corset. And she clearly relishes the 
scenes where she gets to dance on the street 
or tweak the nipples of a Buddha statue. In 
Knightley’s hands, Megan seems so comfort- 
able being young and free, it’s hard to under- 
stand why she even needs a boyfriend, or 
what she sees in Anthony or Craig. Plus, the 
fantasy that either guy might save Megan 
from her floundering feels like a cop-out for 
Shelton, that rare director who understands 
complex female characters. Besides, the 
implication is troubling: What will make a 
woman truly grow up? Choosing a man. B

The horror genre tends to be about as subtle as a meat cleaver to the 
skull. But there can be more to a scary movie than just screaming 
apparitions or a gradually diminishing number of coeds with a bad sense 
of self-preservation. Exhibit A: The Vanishing, an unnerving tale of dread 
and obsession that burrows under your skin and makes a home. A Dutch 
couple are vacationing in France when the woman (Johanna ter Steege) 
suddenly disappears at a roadside gas station, leaving her boyfriend 
(Gene Bervoets) haunted by the need to find out what happened to her. 
Driven by this primal curiosity as much as by duty and love, the man 
eventually comes face-to-face with her abductor (Bernard-Pierre 
Donnadieu) and follows him down a rabbit hole that leads to the film’s 
grim punchline of an ending. Director George Sluizer, who years later 
would also helm the inferior Hollywood remake, constructs the plot like 
a puzzle box and inserts small moments of slapstick humor that only 
serve to disconcert further. Stanley Kubrick reportedly told Sluizer that it 
was the most horrifying film he had ever seen, no weightless accolade 
from the man who made The Shining. Indeed, despite a distinct lack of 
anything supernatural (or even a single onscreen death), The Vanishing 
produces a terror that’s bone-white rather than blood-red.

A SWEDISH COUPLE and their two young children are enjoying 
an idyllic ski holiday in the French Alps. Tomas (Johannes Bah 
Kuhnke) is finally relaxed enough to ignore his cell phone. And 
Ebba (Lisa Loven Kongsli) is relieved to have some sorely 
needed help with the kids and exhale with a glass of wine. All is 
well...for the moment. Then, after a morning on the slopes, the 
family is enjoying an outdoor lunch on the patio of a mountain- 
side restaurant when a cannon goes off that triggers a controlled 
avalanche—an event that’s such a common occurrence that its 
thundering report becomes background noise. But there’s 
something different about the wall of snow coming toward them. 
It’s too big and moving too fast. The children start to scream. 
And in that split-second moment of panic, Tomas grabs his 
phone and runs, leaving his wife and children behind to fend for 
themselves. The disaster turns out to be a false alarm; the 
avalanche stops just short of them. But everything is far from 
fine. Ebba is horrified by the cowardly way her husband reacted 
and his dismissive, cavalier attitude about it afterward. 

That’s the match that ignites Swedish director Ruben 
Ostlund’s quietly devastating tinderbox psychodrama, Force 
Majeure. The title comes from a legal term whereby an unfore- 
seen event prevents a contract from being fulfilled. Which is a 
perfect description of the film. It feels like a missing chapter 
from fellow Swede Ingmar Bergman’s 1973 masterpiece of 
matrimonial atrophy, Scenes From a Marriage. Ostlund, who won 
a Jury Prize at Cannes for the movie earlier this year, isn’t just 
asking audiences to consider what they’d do in a situation like 
this. He’s digging deeper, posing uncomfortable questions about 
the male ego, the female protective instinct, and whether a 
selfish act like Tomas’ can ever be forgiven or forgotten. Some 
of the film’s symbolism is a bit on-the-nose (the avalanche as 
metaphor for something that starts small and snowballs out of 
control). But it’s the rare kind of moviegoing experience that 
will haunt you long after you leave the theater and lead to some 
very awkward conversations with your spouse. A=

EDWARD SNOWDEN, when we see him at the 
beginning of Laura Poitras’ twisting corkscrew of 
a documentary, is remarkably calm despite the 
fact that his life as he knows it is over. That calm 
doesn’t last. Poitras filmed the National Security 
Agency contractor over the eight days he spent in 
Hong Kong last year explaining to journalists 
Glenn Greenwald and Ewen MacAskill the 
depth—and unconstitutionality—of the NSA’s 
data-collection program. “I don’t want to live in 
a society that does these sort of things,” he 
says. Poitras presents him at arm’s length, not 
meddling into his privacy (duh), yet we relate 
to his fear and vulnerability. As he stares out a 
10th-floor window, we share the view of the city 
below. How awful would it feel to walk out there 
and be under constant supervision? When a fire 
alarm goes off in the hotel, we flinch. In an inad- 
vertent cinematic touch, his shirt color changes— 
from white to gray to black—as he transforms 
from an ordinary guy into a fugitive, seeking 
refuge from U.S. espionage charges. (Russia even- 
tually offered asylum.) 

For all its brio, the film is overcautious about 
pointing fingers. Snowden cites his disappoint- 
ment in Barack Obama as a motivation for his 
whistle-blowing (a fact sure to tie both lovers and 
haters of Obama in ideological knots), but the 
president appears only once. In person, on news 
footage, that is. The finale, set in a Moscow hotel 
room, tells of new informants and the Niagara of 
revelations still to come. Greenwald and Snowden 
converse via pen and paper, for fear that the room 
could be bugged. And after Greenwald rips up the 
pages, the camera lingers disturbingly on one little 
scrap.

The Affair

ARRIED COUPLES might not want to 
watch The Affair together. Each 
episode chronicles a tryst from two 
perspectives: The first half belongs to 
Brooklyn author Noah (Dominic 
West), who’s visiting Montauk with 
his wife (Maura Tierney) and kids. 
The second belongs to his mistress, Alison (Ruth Wilson), 
a married waitress who grew up there and tragically lost 
her 4-year-old son. Noah and Alison are each giving their 
story to a detective who's investigating a murder—we don’t 
yet know who’s dead—and given that their recollections 
don’t always match, it’s likely they’re both unreliable 
narrators. However, during an interview with EW, Joshua 
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Jackson, who plays Alison’s husband, Cole, 
mused that men tend to believe Noah and 
women side with Alison. 

Generalizations like that usually irk me, but in 
this case, I’m guilty as charged. From the cou- 
ple’s first private moment on the beach—Noah 
remembers Alison wearing a sundress short 
enough to allow a glimpse of her underwear, 
while she remembers wearing denim cutoffs—I 
trusted Alison more. Only Noah’s version felt 
like pure fantasy. Given the chance, no woman 
would prefer to remember herself wearing jorts. 

The Affair gets so many details right about 
where exactly couples’ memories diverge, and 
how the subjective nature of “truth” comes to 
destroy relationships. It’s a popular trope in 
marriage dramas these days, between Gone 
Girl and The Disappearance of Eleanor Rigby, 
but what makes this story feel fresh is that 
most characters exist only in Noah’s and 
Alison’s memories. Is Noah’s rich wife really 
that rude to servers, or does that idea just 
assuage Alison’s guilt? Is Noah’s best-selling- 
author father-in-law really so competitive 
about writing, or is Noah just jealous of 
his success? Is Cole a loving husband or an 
abusive one? It’s fitting that showrunners 
Sarah Treem and Hagai Levi previously 
produced the therapy drama In Treatment 
because the real intrigue here lies in psycho- 


analyzing Noah’s and Alison’s motives for 
believing their chosen fictions. 

Yet at times the theme of subjectivity may 
make the show look smarter than it is: When 
Noah gives a Big Metaphorical Speech about 
time travel that’s really a message about infidel- 
ity, it’s unclear whether this is overwrought TV 
writing or good character development designed 
to show that the novelist is a bit of a hack. But 
the murder mystery is compelling, parceled 
out with expert timing in tiny clues, and the 
psychology is fascinating. It’s not just what 
the show reveals about men and women. It’s 
what whom you believe reveals about you. B+ 


Dr. Katz Will See You Now...Again

UG. 18, 2014, IS A DATE THAT will live in 
infamy. At least, it might for any loyal 
Taylor Swift fans whose cowgirl boots 
were knocked off that evening around 
5:08 when the singer spoke a tiny, three- 
letter palindrome: “pop.” 

Swift was announcing her new album, 
1989, in an online live stream with all the high-budget 
intimacy of an Apple keynote, and she used the occasion to 
say that this would be her “very first documented, official 
pop album.” For anyone who still cherished her as a country 
starlet with a crush on Tim McGraw, this was a game 
changer—maybe the biggest since Swift started straight- 
ening her hair around 2010. 

For the rest of the world, the news landed with a resound- 
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ing “Huh.” Wasn’t she already mainstream? Wasn’t 
that a dubstep beat on 2012’s “I Knew You Were 
Trouble”? Weren’t “We Are Never Ever Getting 
Back Together” and “Red” and, hell, even 2009’s 
“You Belong With Me” really just pop-fueled 
pickup trucks with Tennessee plates? Actually, 
“pop” doesn’t mean anything but “popular”—and 
by any metric, Swift already is. So the declaration 
seemed to be less about music than about compe- 
tition: In some small-minded circles, country has 
a junior-varsity rep, while pop is the Olympics. 
And Swift wants us to know she’s ready for her 
shot at an all-around gold medal. 

With 1989, she should earn at least a silver. 
Executive-produced by Swift and Max Martin, 
the album is preloaded with potential hits, from 
the chant-along fight song “Bad Blood” to the 
lovers-on-the-run hymn “T Know Places.” “Shake 
It Off,” the kinetic first single, is already a No. 1. 
(Less likely to top the charts: the underripe 
Big Apple ode “Welcome to New York” and the 
blatant CoverGirl-commercial bait “Style.”) The 
title, 1989, is both a wink to Swift’s birth year and 
anod to that era’s music, which she evokes on the 
Jack Antonoff-co-written “I Wish You Would” 
and “Out of the Woods,” ballads with driving 
beats that complement her cinematic verses, such 
as “You took a Polaroid of us/Then discovered/ 
The rest of the world was black and white/But we 
were in screaming color.” 

Lyrics like that—aching and pinpoint-specific— 
used to be Swift’s specialty. At her best (2010's 
“Dear John,” 2012’s “All Too Well”), she’s the most 
vivid songwriter of her generation, able to summon 
the storm clouds of every heartbreak you’ve ever 
had with one couplet and then sweep them away 
with another. But too often on 1989 she’s trying 
to win at somebody else’s game, whittling her 
words down to generic love stuff over flowy syn- 
thesizers. That’s because pop, as a musical genre, 
is most precisely defined by what it isn’t: not 
country, not rock, and not rap. Swift isn’t any of 
those, but she isn’t 100 percent pop, either—she’s 
still too unique, too identifiably herself. 

That’s a good thing, by the way. So if she makes 
another pop album next? Great. If she wants 
to write R&B, or show 
tunes, or a nii-metal

With a Little Help From My Fwends, partying with Miley, and wrestling with tinsel 


How did you and Miley 
Cyrus first meet? 

Years ago, she tweeted that 
she liked us. When someone as 
popular as Hannah Montana 
puts that on her Twitter, sud- 
denly you get 50 texts: “Did you 
see that?!’All the things we would 
see and read about her, | always 
liked. | think a lot of people don’t 
want to think that she’s smart 
and creative and all that—they 
wanna think she's a fake. Last 
year, | could tell she was in that 
zone where she doesn't give a 
f---, which is the most powerful 
place you can be.

week, it seems, some actor or actress is swept up 
in a lurid, headline-grabbing scandal involving sex 
or drugs. But murder, that’s a different story. At 
least until the morning of Feb. 2—when director 
William Desmond Taylor is found shot to death in 
his Los Angeles home. 

For nearly a century, Taylor’s murder has 
remained one of the most notorious unsolved 
crimes in Hollywood history. And it’s one that 
author William J. Mann digs into with lip-smacking 
gusto in his true-crime page-turner Tinseltown. 
Mann, a biographer of such gold-plated movie stars 
as Katharine Hepburn and Elizabeth Taylor, tire- 
lessly exhumes the cold case and offers a fresh 
theory on whodunit. Was it Mabel Normand, the 
A-lister with a sweet tooth for cocaine? Mary Miles 
Minter, the flighty ingenue with a fatal attraction to 
the fatherly director? What about her overprotec- 
tive, pistol-packing mother? Or the hard-luck 
actress with the ex-con playmates? Or Taylor’s 
embezzling former valet, who knew all of his 
secrets, including that his boss was a closeted 
homosexual? And how did this affect Adolph Zukor, 
the all-powerful head of the biggest studio in town? 
All had their motives. Taken together, Mann’s call 
sheet of colorful characters is so richly painted, 
they not only make the Roaring ’20s come to life, 
they’re so bizarre they seem like they could only 
exist in a movie (to some of them, that’s the only 
place they felt alive anyway). With his dogged pick- 
and-shovel reporting and jeweler’s eye for detail, 
Mann makes a bygone era feel as familiar as the lat- 
est TMZ exposé. And while he never quite fingers 
the murderer with the beyond-a-reasonable-doubt 
certainty that the dust jacket trumpets, he may 
very well have his mystery man—or woman. Hell, 
with a story this juicy, it almost doesn’t matter. A=
